Soon-Leave Prison*.

Kansas City,. Mo., Jan. 18.—Terms 


of several fo the,men fo.und guilty, at 
Indianapolis in December, 1912, of con- 
spiracy to.transport explosives illegal- 
ly, will expire in the near future. Geo. 
Anderson'of Cleveland, Ohio, Is ex- 
pected to leave the United States pen- 
itentiary at Tjeavenworth on January 
28, having completed his term of three 
years; Edward Smythe of Peoria, 111., 
will have finished his three-year sen- 
tence in May; E. W. Basey of Indian- 
apolis will :*o out in July; P. ,T. Morriri 
of St. Louis will leave the prison in 
August, while W. E. Reddin of Mil- 
waukee and C. T. Beum, Minneapolis, 
will be free in September. 
Based on good behavior time, Har- 
bert S. Hockin of Detroit, John T. But- 
ler of Buffalo, J. E. Mumsey, Salt Lake 
City, P. A. Cooley. New Orleans, and 
I>ank C. "Webb, all of whom were un- 
der six-year sentences and who - re- 
mained in prison while their casei 
were pending in the United States 
Supreme Court, will go out on -Janu- 
ary 1, next. 
Hockin was the only one of the men 
who did not .appeal. Since coming to 
the prison, he has been tending a wag- 
on gate and as far as prison officials 
know, he has never seen any of his 
former associates. To the rest of the 
men Hockin 'is known as the "inform- 
er" and he is studiously avoided. 
Prank M. Ryan, President oC the In- 
ternational Aasociaton of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers at the time 
of his conviction, must serve until Jan- 
nary, 1919, unless pardoned or paroled.

PLANS FOR ECONOMY 


Reforms in the Holding of Conventions 


is Urged by Association Which 


Meets at Louisville. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 18.— Plans for 
minimizing the expense of a conven- 
tion to the city where the meeting is 
held will be one of the chief subjects 
of discussion at the second annual ses- 
sion of the Association ot Convention 
Bureaus, 
a 
national 
organization, 
which opened here today. Members 
of the association believe large guar- 
antees of money to get conventions 
are unnecessary and at times burden- 
some and'they hope to eliminate them 
They themselves will set the example 
for all national organizations by fin- 
ancing their own entertainment by a 
flxed contribution from each member 
Publicity for both city and state, 
methods of entertaining conventions 
and various systems of operating con- 
vention bureaus are other subjects 
given prominent places on the pro- 
gram. No set speeches have been pre- 
pared and at all meetings the discus- 
sions will be of an informal, round- 
table nature. 


The first meeting of the association 
today will be without the formalities 
and welcoming addresses usual with 
conventions, 
this 
carrying out the 
idea not to'accept entertainment from 
the city where the body meets. 


The association was organized in 
St. Louis a year ago with a member- 
ship representing twenty cities.

Eighteen cities, 
including San 
Francisco, Rochester. N. Y., Atlanta 
Memphis and Nashville, Tenn., have 
signified their intention of being rep- 
resented this year.

A Rain Gauge 


— 
Insttuttiiht

th* ' 
weather bureau for recording th« 
amount of rainfall is a rather aim- 
pie device, but one which requires 
accurate construction. 
The mate- 


rials used in making this rain gauge 
are. a half-pound baking powder can 
(B, Fig. 2) and a flat piece of tin 
(A, Pig. 1). First draw the diagram 
of a rectangle about 9 inches by 16 
Inches. Cut this piece out and then 
mark off the diagram shown in Fig. 
1. Holding the piece the long edges 
running from side to side, make a 
horizontal line % of an inch up from 
lower edge. Find the centre of this 
line A-F and mark It O. Next draw 
the semi-circles with a compass. The 
little rectangle A, B, C, D, Is the flap 
to be folded at A, n. 
Cut on the 


large circular line from C to F and 
on tlie small circular line from B to 
E. Now you have tho pattern ready 
to bend into the shapo of a funnel 
as shown In Pig. 2. E-P should line 
on the edge A-H -when the tin Is bent 
in shape ready for soldering. If you 
cannot secure colder you can use 


riT*ts, .but iniit*..the joint .water' 
tight if possible. The' funnel mt it» 
mouth hai just ten times the area, 
of tha inilde of the baking powder 
can. 
The water caught in the can 


will therefore be ten times as deep 
as the water on the surface of th» 
ground at the mouth of funnel. Rain- 
fall is usually measured in hua- 
dredths of inches. This means that 
the gauge will hare one inch ot 
•water in it for every ten-hundredth* 
ot an inch of rainfall. To make the 
scale shown in Fig. 3, take a thin 
piece of wood and mark oft one inch 
spaces, as 0.1—0.2—0.3, etc. Tak« 
your dividers and divide each inch 
into ten parts. Now set the gauge, 
out of doors in a. spot away from- 
any buildings. On a roof is a good 
place. Paint the can and funnel t« 
prevent rusting. 
After a rain, tha 


funnel should be lifted off the can 
and a measuring stick dropped in 
the water. Hold it vertical. ' Read 
the wet portion. This shows how 
much rain has fallen In hundredths 
of an inch.
